Or.e 
speaker believed the NFCUS should 
have a greater international aspect, 
riowever, it was pointed out that 
NFCUS is entirely a national or- 
ganization, while I.S.S. is the in- 
ternational group.

It was announced In New York 
yesterday that the Chairman of the 
Department of Geography at Mc- 
Gill has been appointed to an ex- 
ecutive position there. Next Jim.' 
1 Professor George H. T. Kimbie 
will go to New York to take over 
the position of Executive Director 
of the American Geographical So- 
ciety. 

Professor Kimble, a distinguished 
geographer, served in the British 
Naval Meteorological Service. Dur- 
ing this time he was engaged main- 
ly in preparing invasion weather 
projects and helped chart V-day 
weather for the invading troops. 

After his release from the Navy, 
he came, to McGill to become the 
University's first professor In geog- 
raphy and Chairman of that de- 
partment. He founded the McGill 
Summer School of Geography at 
Stanstead where for the past three 
years he has brought world famous 
geographers and explorers. Since 
Professor Kimble's arrival at Mc- 
Gill, there has been a spectacular 
rise in the Department of Geog- 
raphy. Now it had nearly 25 post- 
graduate^ students as well as hun- 
dreds of undergraduate students. 

Being an outstanding lecturer 
Professor Kimble has been sought 
on many platforms

States. His new job will include 
administration and editing work. It 
will also be a type of goodwill mis- 
sion trying to link the English 
speaking world through the public-, 
atlon of the American Geographical , 
circulate. Professor Kimble's inter- 
national status was greatly enhanc- 
ed when he was appointed secre- 
tary-treasurer of the International 
Geographical Union at a meeting 
in Lisbon last spring. This union is 
the world Organization of academic 
geographers. 

When he took over direction of 
the McGill Observatory, he Imme- 
diately started research into lis 75- 
year-old records and found out that 
Montreal was becoming 'a "warmer" 
city, ni were many other areas in 
the Northern Hemisphere. The sum- 
mers, this research shows, have 
been encroaching upon the winters, 
leading to a general "softening up" 
of the weather. 

A warm admirer of French cul- 
ture, he undertook to link himself 
upon here with the University of 
Montreal, where he sat for the stl 
tests leading to a Ph.D. degree in 
geography, which he was awarded 
in 1948 "summa cum laude."

Foreword 

'^The following editorial is reprinted from The 
Varsity, student newspaper at the University pf 
Toronto. It is a comment on the following 
words of Dr. C. J. McKenzic, president of the 
National Research Council, who ?poke at Hart 
House last Friday: "I really believe that our 
engineers and scientists arc not doing half tho 
impossible things of which they arc capable. . . 
it is because they arc not challenged vigorously 
enough." 

We partially agree with Dr. McKenzic. But 
we feel he is not being quite fair in failing to 
mention more strongly that scientists and engin- 
eers are meeting more and more challenges of a 
different nature. 

Science is undergoing a gradual change — it is 
no longer only the discovery of shiny new facts, 
it is also their integration into the larger phil- 
osophy of life, with all attendant moral, ethical 
' and Ideological implications. This hns never 
been shown more clearly than when J. Robert 
Oppcnhcimcr, Director of the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Learning, a short lime nfter the first A- 
bomb blast said ". . . in some crude way. . . the 
physicists have known sin." 
, In short, wc believe that science is maturing, 
is' breaking down the walls of snobbishness, 
blindness and cultism which separate it from the 
; humanities. In doing this the men of science 
are bridging the gap between the last three cen- 
turies' rapid scientific pace aiid formal phil- 
osophies' more measured tread. 



Part of this newer concept of the brondcr 
function of science is attributable, in a small 
way, to lectures such as the Philosophy of Sci- 
ence as given at this university. These lec- 
tures, at first regarded antagonistically by the 
undcrgrnds as an Arts invasion of virile scien- 
tific ground, arc slowly giving greater scope to 
au increasingly appreciative section of engin- 
eers, chemists and mcdsmen. 

Recently Dr.' M. E. Bickcndeii, President of 
the Case Institute of Technology, outlined the 
tremendous future which awaits the man of sci- 
ence. He showed that in this technological 
world, the scientist has a great responsibility. 

And where does this leave the Artsman — tho 
classical philosopher? At times we fear he is in 
danger of becoming extinct. No human can 
occupy an active place in the world without a 
thorough knowledge of scientific techniques. 
Wc agree it is not ncccssnry to know the ad- 
vanced physics of the atom in order to appreci- 
ate the widespread consequences of the bomb. 
Rut wc insist that if today's education of the 
Artsman continues in what amounts to ignornucc 
of the sciences, then the Artsman is being pre- 
pared for a world which docs not exist. * 

It seems a pity that some of us in our admir- 
ation of the great ideas of the past have neglect 
cd to prepare ourselves for coping with the great 
idens of today. 

Surely we need all possible heads and hands 
to m?ct the challenges of today — and the weap- 
on with which wc fight must Wave an edge honed 
by science. 



which to be proud. Not many uni- 
versités can boast of such an ex- 
tensive curriculum — a curriculum 
which ranges from all fields of 
study to every phase of athletic, 
cultural, and social activity. 

No matter what inclination a stu- 
dent has, it can be satisfied on the 
campus. To provide for the student 
who is interested In athletics, there 
is a. gymnasium, pool, three fields 
and a stadium. If a student is in- 
terested in dramatics or radio, he 
can participate in the broadcasts 
from the University's own radio 
station. This station, In addition to 
contributing programs to local net- 
works, is also co-operating with 
the United Nations and UNESCO 
in daily broadcasts and in provid- 
ing exchange series with Canada. 
Besides this broadcasting done over 
commercial stations, Indiana Uni- 
versity also has a construction per 
mit for a 10,000 watt F.M. station 
with the call letters W.F.I.U. 

Indiana University was founded 
In 1820 and now has an active en- 
rollment of about 12,000 resident 
students. To accommodate this largo 
body, the college is continually 
building the most modern residen- 
ces and facilities. The eight-storey 
Student's Union, the book store, an:l 
many apartments are but a few 
examples of the large project In- 
volved. « 

Of the 200 buildings which I saw, 
the most Impressive one is the au 
ditorium. Divided into two section*, 
it. contains one hall which corres 
ponds In size to our Moyse Hall, 
and a larger auditorium which has 
a seating capacity of 600. Here is 
found one of the largest electric 
organs in the United States, to great 
that It had to be assembled within 



first class in a subject you receive 
three points, while a third class or 
C Is one point. As the total number 
of points required is 120, the stu 
dent with the higher marks in the 
individual subjects will have less 
courses to take In his four years 
of undergraduate life. 

It was also interesting to note 
that the college has most types of 
graduate schools — but unlike Ca- 
nadian universities, a Science de 
grce is credited for admission to 
Law school. 

Department or Bands 
The Univertity of Indiana also 
has a Department of Bands, con- 
sisting of three major organiza- 
tions: the Symphony, Concert Band 
and the famous "Marching Hun- 
dred," who play at football games 
pep rallies and other miscellaneous 
functions. 

The University of Indiana, like 
all other colleges, realizes that more 
courses and activities are offered 
than the best student can manage 
during hit college career. Much 
must be done before he comes to 
college; much must be left to his 
later years. The college yeart are, 
however, a critical period. It It 
then that the student feels the firrt 
Indication of maturity and makes 
the decisions which will direct his 
later life. During his undergrad- 
uate life, he must learn to under- 
stand people and respect their 
opinions and attitudes. He mu«t 
develop a free thinking mind, and 
a desire to do his share In aociety 
It is with this in mind, that the 
university tries to carry each stu- 
dent through that critical period 
In his life.
